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Patrol Cars Will Sport New Look

Many of the Romulus residents who 
came downtown to see the City’s an- 
nual Independence Day parade on 
Thursday, July 1, also got their first look 
at the blue 1999 Ford Crown Victorias 
that soon will become a part of the 
Police Department's patrol fleet. 

"Out of a total of 11 cars that were 
ordered, two have already been deliv- 
ered," said Executive Lieutenant Eric D. 
Painter. "The others are currently in the 
process of being ‘changed over to 
marked police vehicles —complete with 
a redesigned graphics package — at 
Reighards Graphics in Wayne. That 
work should be finished by the end of 
the summer." 

The total cost of the patrol cars was 
$247 450.50 —$229,906.60 forthe cars 
themselves, with an additional charge 
of $17,543.90 for the change-aver. 

According to Chief Kirby, the acqui- 
sition of the new vehicles reflects the 
City's continued commitment to provid- 
ing residents with the very best in law 
enforcement. 

"Mayor [William] Oakley under- 
stands the importance of putting reli- 
able patrol cars on the road,” Kirby 
explained. "Oldercars that need repeat- 
ed maintenance to keep them in work- 
ing order are both a financial drain and

a potential danger. Every hour that a 
Department of Public Works employee 
spends servicing patrol vehicles is time 
that could have been better spent on 
other DPW services. When you add 
that to the risk that chronic car troubles 
could pose for apolice officer onthe job, 
the benefits of regularly upgrading your 
patrol fleet become obvious.” 

Although the number of new cars 
available will increase as the summer 
progresses, it could be a little bit longer 
before residents will see them out in 
force. 





"Right now, about half of the cars in 
our fleet (20 marked patrol cars, two 
‘canine’ cars, and a Ford Explorer) are 
1997 models which have almost 
reached a'maximum-mileage target fig- 
ure’ that was previously established by 
the City administration,” said Chief Kirby. 
"As each of these cars is retired and 
then either reassigned to another City 
department or sold outright, it will be 
replaced by one of the new cars, even- 
tually leaving the department with a 
fleet composed entirely of 1998 and 
1999 vehicles.” O 





Basham Says Bond Will Help Finance New Jobs 


The Serta Restokraft Mattress Co., 
Inc., of Romulus has been issued a 25- 
year, $5-million, tax-exempt bond to 
help finance the acquisition of land, the 
construction of a new 100,000-square- 
foot manufacturing facility, and the in- 
stallation of machinery and equipment, 
State Representative Ray Basham (D— 
Taylor) recently announced. 

"This project will create 30 new, 
good-paying jobs inthe next two years,” 
said Basham. "It is another sign of con- 
tinued growth and economic revitaliza- 
tion in Romulus.” 

The land-and-facility portion of the 
project will be owned by BeepM, LLC, 
and leased to Serta Restokraft Mat- 
tress Co., Inc., a Michigan corporation. 
The machinery-and-equipment portion 
of the project will be owned by Serta 
Restokraft Mattress Co., Inc., which will 
operate the entire project for the manu- 
facture of mattresses and foundations. 


The facility will be located at the south- 
east comer of Jaykay Drive and Cogs- 
well Road in Romulus. 

"The project is now underway, with 
the land being cleared and construction 
setto begin at about any time,” Basham 
said. "Completion of this new facility is 
expected in December of this year.” 

Romulus Mayor William Oakley is 
looking forward to the new company's 
opening. "We're pleased that Serta 
Restokraft has chosen to locate here in 
Romulus," he said. "Our community 
should benefit from their presence.” 

According to Basham, Industrial 
Development Bonds (IDRBs) are is- 
sued to finance projects for manufac- 
turers, solid-waste/cogeneration com- 
panies, and certain nonprofit corpora- 
tions. IDRB financing lessens the cost 
of borrowing because the interest paid 
to the bond buyer is exempt from fed- 
eral, state, and local taxes. O

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NNO "Block Party" Is Fun Way 
To Focus on Crime Prevention 


Along with thousands of other com- 
munities throughout the United States 
and around the world, the City of Romu- 
lus will once again be participating in 
the National Night Out (NNO) program 
on Tuesday, August 3, to promote crime- 
and drug-prevention awareness among 
its residents. This year's program is 
being organized by the Romulus Police 
Department and the City's Recreation/ 
Senior Center. 

"The purpose of NNO is to remind 
people of a well-documented but often- 
forgotten fact: By banding together, we 
can make our city a safer place to live,” 
said Crime Prevention Officer Joe 
Richardson of the Romulus Police De- 
partment. "We hope that our'block party’ 
will bring citizens together with their 
neighbors, local business people, pub- 
lic officials, and law-enforcement offic- 
ers to foster better relations between 
the groups, as well as to generate addi- 
tional interest in anticrime programs 
such as Neighborhood Watch." 

With its carnival-like atmosphere, 
the block party — set in the area sur- 
rounding the intersection of Shook and 
Bibbins — will feature a variety of enter- 
tainments and attractions, including 
hayrides, fortune-telling, music, games, 
crafts, a dunk tank, and more. 





"Beginning at 10 a.m. and continu- 
ing until about 6 p.m., most of the attrac- 
tions willbe outdoors —unless it rains, in 
which case we'll move as much as 
possible into the Recreation Center,” 
explained Linda Norman, the City’s 
Senior-citizen Program Coordinator. 
"This portion of the NNO program will 
be open to people of all ages. The 
family-oriented portion of the event will 
conclude with a turkey dinner at the 
Recreation Center at 5 p.m." 

"After that," Norman continued, "as 
the party moves indoors for entertain- 
ment such as Vegas-style games and 
dance contests, it will be strictly adults 
only.” 

Officer Richardson urges everyone 
in Romulus — regardless of whether or 
not they are able to attend the commu- 
nity block party — to turn on their porch 
lights from 7 to 10 p.m. to show support 
of the City's crime-prevention efforts. 

"By joining your neighbors in turn- 
ing on your lights," said Richardson, 
"you'll be giving criminals an unmistak- 
able message: Our community is com- 
mitted to putting you out of business.”

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Triumphant Thompkins Returns to

One outstanding Romulus High 
School juniorwas selected to attendthe 
62nd Annual American Legion Boys 
State Program, held June 20-26, 1999, 
on the campus of Michigan State Uni- 
versity in East Lansing. 

Representing Romulus among the 
750 young men in attendance at Boys 
State was Steven Andrew Mientkiewicz, 
who received a $215 scholarship from 
the Kiwanis Club of Romulus to cover 
the cost of the program. The son of 
Kenneth and Bonnie Mientkiewicz is a 
college-bound honors student who has 
maintained a 3.953 grade-point aver- 
age during his high-school career. After 
graduation, Mientkiewicz plans to at- 
tend a Michigan college and study to 
become a secondary-school history 
teacher or pursue a career in the field of 
photography and/or video. 

The Boys State Program duplicates 
the very process by which the govern- 
ments in Michigan and Washinaton, 
D.C., operate.

The ultimate learning experience 
derived from this program is that each 
boy leaves with a thorough working 
knowledge of how our American sys- 
tem of government can affect change, 
implement ideas into law, and benefit 
society as awhole. There is no need for 
any of America’a youth to feel alienated 
from our society, as there is a workable 
political process that will permit them to 
become involved in the continuing suc- 
cess of America. 

Whether or not the boys who attend 
the program become directly involved 
in the actual political process in later 
life, each one of themwilljointhe Ameri- 
can scene knowing that anything forthe 
common good is achievable in our sys- 
tem. More importantly, perhaps, each 
will know how to achieve that common 
good through a peaceful and orderly 
process.

Conway Attends Girls State

One outstanding Romulus High 
School junior was selected to attend the 
59th Annual American Legion Auxiliary 
Girls State Program, held June 19-26, 
1999, onthe campus of Michigan State 
University in East Lansing. 

Representing Romulus among the 
more than 500 young girls in atten- 
dance at Girls State was Erin Rachel 
Conway, who received a $240 scholar- 
ship from the Kiwanis Club of Romulus 
to cover the cost of the program. The 
daughter of James and Lynn Conway is 
a college-bound honors student who 
has maintained a 4.0 grade-point aver- 
age during her high-school career. After 
graduation, Conway plans to attendthe 
University of Michigan in Ann Arbor to 
pursue a Career in engineering. 

The Girls State Program has been 
designed as a practical experience in 
the problems of self-government as they 
relate to the State of Michigan. The 
purpose of the program is to emphasize 
the importance of government in mod- 
ern life; to stimulate a deep and lasting 
interest in government; and to enlarge 
the students’ understanding of the gov- 
ernmental process. 

The basic method of Girls State, by 
which these goals may be achieved, is 
that of actual participation inthe political 
and governmental process. Care has 
been taken to design the Girls State 
Program so that every student may 
participate in the electoral process; have 
an opportunity to hold public office; and 
be encouraged to share in the formula- 
tion of public policy. Since no one per- 
son can serve in all offices of govern- 
ment, itis expected that a great deal will 
be learned by observation of the activi- 
ties of others. Itis hoped that the young 
women will leave Girls State with a 
mature appreciation of some of the ba- 
sic strengths and weaknesses of the 
American system of government. It is 
hoped, further, that they will leave with 
a firm resolution to make government a 
more effective and responsible servant 
of the people. 

To be eligible, a candidate must be 
a citizen of the United States; be able to 
attend the full eight-day session; be in 
the process of completing her junior 
year of high school; and be a Michigan 
resident attending a Michigan high 
school. 

Selection is based on a student's 
interest, character, and potential abili- 
ties. Also considered are teacher rec- 
ommendations and academic record. 

Upon her arrival at Girls State, each 
young woman is assigned to a mythical 
political party, acounty, and acity. There 
are seven counties, each composed of 
three cities. 

The citizens nominate and elect 
various city, county, and state officials.

They are instructed in the duties of the 
various public offices — including the 
State Supreme Court, the Legislature, 
and other divisions of government — 
and they learn about the function of 
these offices as well as their powers 
and limitations. 

Involvement in the press associa- 
tion and the lobbyist and special-inter- 
est groups, as well as the band and 
choir, is also popular.
